MAKER 

**terroiaiice” fisher! 


H e died on 19 June 1980, leaving filmon- 
sterdom a legendary legacy of celluloid 
shivers unmatched by any other film di- 
rector in modern movie history. Only William 
Castle was perhaps near to being his peer. His 
slate of fear films included: 

THE MUMMY. 

THE GORGON. 

THE HOUND OF THE BASKERVILLES. 
THE MAN WHO COULD CHEAT DEATH. 
THE 2 FACES OF DR. JEKYLL & many 
more. 

His 2 most famous films: 

HORROR OF DRACULA! THE CURSE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN! 

His name: 

Terence Fisher. 

His game: 

Unadulterated terror! 

tidbits of terror 

Before he came to the attention of horror fans 
thruout the world with his classic work for the 
Hammer Film Co. during the 1950s, 60s & 70s, 
Terence Fisher had already tucked a few terroriz- 
ing tidbits under his black belt. 

Fisher was born in 1904. He entered the motion 
icture field in the 1930s as “the oldest clapper 
oy in the business! ’’ His directorial debut came 
in 1947 when he was assigned to a film called 
COLONEL BOGEY for the Rank Organization. 
Soon after that Fisher moved over to the Ham- 
mer Co., at that time still in its embryonic stage 
and calling itself Exclusive Films. Exclusive was 
releasing mundane pix then and gave Fisher a 


script called THE LAST PAGE (1952) for his first 
project. Later that same year he directed his 
first “thriller” for Exclusive/Hammer, STOLEN 
FACE. He followed that with WINGS OF DAN- 
GER & MAN IN HIDING (aka MANTRAP) and 
in 1953 directed the company’s initial sci-fi prod- 
ucts, SPACEWAYS & 4-SIDED TRIANGLE. 

before the storm 

Fisher then went back to straight thrillers for 
Hammer: 3 STOPS TO MURDER, THE BLACK 
GLOVE, THE UNHOLY 4, RACE FOR LIFE, 
BLACKOUT. Hammer was then filming the first 
of the Quatermass series, THE CREEPING UN- 
KNOWN (called THE QUATERMASS XPERI- 
MENT in Britain). When the now-legendary 
CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN appeared on the 
1956 production schedule, many, if not most of 
the Hammer executives felt it was “just another 
title on the film slate.” But Fisher, who was cho- 
sen to direct the film, knew it had the potential to 
become something special. 

And under his guidance, it did. 

ghouls rash in 

THE CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN went in- 
to production during the fall of 1956. As the Ham- 
mer executives saw the daily rushes they began 
to get excited about the film and flew to Califor- 
nia to show what they had to Warner Bros. WB, 
too, became excited, seeing the mega-profit po- 
tential of this new Frankenstein film (the first to 
be made in color) and set up a hard-sell ad cam- 
paign. That campaign, coupled with the high 
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Christopher Lee as Frankenstein had an eye to the future (his good one) when he emoted for Terence Fish- 
er 25 years ago. 
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quality that Fisher and his crew injected into the 
film, made THE CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN 
a hit. Hammer immediately began work on a new 
version of the Dracula legend and, hoping the 
same formula that worked for their Frankenstein 
would again work for Dracula, assigned the same 
stars (Peter Cushing & Christopher Lee) and the 
same basic crew to their new production- 
including Terence Fisher as director. 

Not surprisingly, Hammer’s DRACULA 
(HORROR OF DRACULA in the U.S.) was even 
more successful than THE CURSE OF FRANK- 
ENSTEIN the previous year. Along with 
CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF & FRANKEN- 
STEIN MUST BE DESTROYED, Fisher con- 
sidered HORROR OF DRACULA to be one of 
the best pictures he’d ever made. 

blood bank 

Hammer was not long in deciding that the time 
was ripe for a new cycle of lavishly mounted hor- 
ror films and so the company began banking on 
‘ ‘new blood. ’ ’ Along with Peter Cushing & Chris- 
topher Lee, Terence Fisher’s services were among 
the most sought after in Britain at that time. 
Hammer’s next step was the most obvious they 
could make: sequels to each of their new horror 
hits. 

Fisher was called upon to rescue the Baron 
from the guillotine in REVENGE OF FRANK- 
ENSTEIN (1958) starring Peter Cushing & 
Michael Gwynn. One of Fisher’s favorite themes 
was what he termed “the duality of good & evil’’ 
co-existing in one body. Thus, in REVENGE, the 
Baron is head of a hospital in Carlsbruck but 
takes advantage of his position there to indis- 
criminately amputate the limbs of the patients, 
which he needs for his work! At the end of the film 
the patients learn Frankenstein’s true identity 
and attack him, nearly killing him. 
Frankenstein’s brain is then transplanted to a 
new, healthy «&, unmolested body so that he can 
continue to live! 

honeymoon for the newlydeads 

For their sequel to HORROR OF DRACULA 
Hammer concocted THE BRIDES OF DRACU- 
LA— a Dracula film without Dracula! Director 
Fisher overcame this inherent script deficiency 
by concentrating the action on the Van Helsing 
(Peter Cushing) character, who is determined to 
clean up the residue of vampirism Count Dracula 
has left in his wake. Since Dracula is dead when 
the picture opens, the plot revolves around Baron 
Meinster (David Peel)— a young aristocrat whose 
decadent ways have led him into the cult of vam- 
pires. Fisher executed the film beautifully. The 
climax is probably the best ever seen in a Ham- 
mer production. 

Prior to THE BRIDES OF DRACULA Fisher 
made THE MAN WHO COULD CHEAT 
DEATH for Hammer, a tale about eternal life 
starring Anton Diffring & Chris Lee. STRANG- 
LERS OF BOMBAY, a black-&-white Hammer

horror, told of the “Thugees,” roving bands of 
murderous vandals in India. 

mummy see, mummy do 

THE MUMMY, again with Cushing & Lee, was 
another Hammer classic remake. Fisher’s gothic 
talents turned this production into the best mum- 
my film of modern days, bar none. Tho it was 
touted as a remake of the original Boris Karloff 
vehicle. Hammer’s MUMMY was in actuality a 
remake of Universal’s 1942 production, THE 
MUMMY’S TOMB. 

A Hammer project that backfired was a new 
version of Conan Doyle’s THE HOUND OF THE 
BASKERVILLES starring Peter Cushing as 
Sherlock Holmes and Chris Lee as Sir Henry Bas- 
kerville— the man in trouble. Fisher crafted the 
remake with his usual finesse but soft-peddled 
the shocks. The final result was spooky, not terri- 
fying, and while the picture is still vintage Ham- 
mer, nevertheless the public stayed away in 
droves. Consequently Hammer cancelled a pro- 
posed series of pix based on the works of Doyle. 

Several years passed before Hammer again 
decided to refilm an old classic, this time THE 


PHANTOM OF THE OPERA. Attempting to 
capture a different audience with their updated 
PHANTOM, Hammer passed up the obvious 
choice for the lead characters— Cushing & 
Lee— and instead relied on the ability of Herbert 
Lorn to infuse the new Phantom with qualities of 
pathos, madness & fear. Still, Fisher was selected 
to mold the final product— and yet again audi- 
ences boycotted (and girlcotted) tlie newest Ham- 
mer effort. The company ’s attempt to captivate a 
new audience failed— probably because by the 
time of the film’s release, 1962, audiences were 
already familiar with the Hammer banner. So, 
those that knew what a Hammer film was and 
didn’t like ’em, didn’t go. The clincher was, the 
Hammer fans didn’t go either because the picture 
was so sparse on chills! Hammer decided they 
wouldn’t make that mistake again! 

by the light of the silvery moon 

While Hammer shied away from remaking any 
more classics after their PHANTOM, they did 
produce THE CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF in 
1961, with Fisher directing. Significantly, it was 
not an update of Universal’s WOLF MAN or 
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Van Helsing (Peter Cushing) examines victim of one of 
the BRIDES OF DRACULA. 


WEREWOLF OF LONDON. Instead Hammer 
turned to Guy Endore’s novel The Werewolf of 
Paris for inspiration. 

Oliver Reed starred as Leon, a young man 
cursed with that foulest of diseases— lycan- 
thropy. Under Fisher’s direction, the film emerg- 
ed as a modern -classic in its own right but failed 
to reap enough rewards at the box-office for Ham- 
mer to justify any sequels. 

gore gone? nope, gorgon! 

Fisher's next Hammer project was THE GOR- 
GON (1964), an attempt at creating a “new” mon- 
aster for the cinema screens. With Fisher again in 
the director’s chair Hammer wisely decided to 
secure the talents of the 2 stars whose charismat- 
ic chemistry had worked such wonders before 
under Fisher's creative guidance in HORROR 
OF DRACULA & THE CURSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN. 

Christopher Lee, in a role reversal, played the 
good Prof. Meister, while Peter Cushing was the 
evil Dr. Namaroff who knows the identity of the 

f orgon but refuses to divulge his secret because 
e loves the creature in her human form. It 
becomes Meister’s duty to decapitate the demon 
and put her tainted soul to rest . . . forever. 

Betwixt Hammer’s PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA & THE GORGON Terry Fisher made 
the rounds of other motion picture producers and 
summarily helmed such fright fare as THE 
EARTH DIES SCREAMING (1964-Earth vs. 
murderous alien robots), THE HORROR OF IT 


ALL (a 1964 scare-farce) and SHERLOCK 
HOLMES & THE DEADLY NECKLACE, 
which he co-directed with Frank Witherstein. Af- 
ter the GORGON stint at Hammer, he journeyed 
to Planet Films for ISLAND OF TERROR 
(1966), a tale of slithering, mushy beasties on the 
rampage starring Peter Cushing. The picture 
went thru 4 title changes en route from movie 
script to movie film. 

Then it was back to Hammer to direct the one 
picture everyone had been waiting for— 

dracula- -prince of darkness 

Jimmy Sangster’s script (written under the 
pen name John Samson) ingeniously developed a 
plausible way to return the extinct Count to “un- 
life” once again— if indeed plausibility can exist 
in the realm of the fantastic. Fisher took advan- 
tage of the script’s strongest elements and effec- 
tively overcame its deficiencies (like having a 
Count who wouldn’t? couldn't? speak) to infuse 
the production with some of the same spidery 
suspense audiences had enjoyed in HORROR OF 
DRACULA seven years earlier. 

Tho Fisher had not been available to direct 
Hammer’s 3d Frankenstein film, THE EVIL OF 
FRANKENSTEIN, he returned to the legend in 
1967 with FRANKENSTEIN CREATED 
WOMAN, probably the most unusual Franken- 
stein film ever made. Peter Cushing, returning 
for his 4th portrayal of the Baron, restructured 
the disfigured face of the innkeeper’s daughter 
(played by the lovely but late Susan Denberg, 
who died of a drug overdose), turning her into a 
first-class goddess of beauty— the Baron’s finest 
handiwork ever! Before it’s all over, however, 
Frankenstein has removed Ms. Denberg’s soul 
and replaced it with the vengeful spirit of Hans. 
Hans’ spirit then uses Susan's body to lure sev- 
eral young hoodlums to their well-earned deaths. 

planet of fear 

Fisher returned to Planet Films that same year 
to work on NIGHT OF THE BIG HEAT (aka 
ISLAND OF THE BURNING DAMNED), a sci- 
fi thriller with Cushing & Lee. Then, in 1968, it 
was back to Hammer once again to create one of 
the company’s most popular pictures, THE 
DEVIL’S BRIDE. 

Based on Dennis Wheatley's novel The Devil 
Rides Out (also the British title of the film), 
famed fantasy author Richard Matheson’s script 
told the story of a coven of satanists who’d like to 
see the emergence of Evil on Earth as the su- 
preme controlling force of Nature. Christopher 
Lee, instead of playing the role of the satanic 
leader (an obvious casting choice), was the hero in 
this excursion into Hammer's world of dark ter- 
ror. 

they said It couldn't be done 

‘•FRANKENSTEIN MUST BE DE- 
STROYED!" cried the villagers but Hammer 
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Introducing Oliver Reed in CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF, Fisher’s lycanthropic masterpiece. 


wasn’t listening. They used that title, tho, for a 
1969 film dealing with brain transplants rather 
than the piecing together of a monstrous body of 
brawn. 

Fisher’s work on FRANKENSTEIN MUST 
BE DESTROYED was, in a word, marvelous. 
This time around Baron Frankenstein (Peter 
Cushing) blackmails Anna Spangler (Veronica 
Carlson) & Karl (Simon Ward) into helping him 
abduct the body of Frankenstein’s old colleague 
Dr. Brandt from the local mental hospital. 
Brandt, whose brain holds a secret the Baron 
must know, has gone insane because of the in- 
tense pressure of his work. Frankenstein is de- 
termined to cure Brandt’s insanity and learn the 
secret— but all does not go as planned. 

Shortly after he completed work on FRANK- 
ENSTEIN MUST BE DESTROYED Fisher had 
an accident when he was struck by a passing car 
as he stepped from a curb. One of his legs was 
broken and, because he had broken the same leg 
in the same place in a similar accident 2 years 
earlier, he was laid up for a longer period or time 
than usual. He missed working on THE HOR- 
ROR OF FRANKENSTEIN (Hammer, 1970) 
which starred Ralph Bates, and didn’t return to 
the film field until 1973 when he directed his final 
picture-Hammer’s FRANKENSTEIN & THE 
MONSTER FROM HELL.

madhouse, madmen, 
mad monster 

With Baron Frankenstein (Cushing, of course) 
now residing in a madhouse (the “hell” of the 
Hlm’s title), with a monster made up of spare 
parts wrenched from the bodies of the madmen, 
and with the passing of Terence Fisher himself, 
FRANKENSTEIN & THE MONSTER FROM 
HELL seems to be, indeed, the final word on the 
subject of the eccentric Baron Frankenstein. 

Without Fisher’s knowledegable guidance,it's 
doubtful a continuation of the series could sus- 
tain the same level of excellence it enjoyed prior 
to Fisher’s death. (The two in the series Fisher 
didn’t direct — EVIL OF FRANKENSTEIN & 
HORROR OF FRANKENSTEIN-don’t match 
up with the rest of the series’ pix. HORROR is an 
outright comedy; the other portravs Franken- 
stein thruout its 90 minutes as a self-pitying fa- 
natic.) 

After the release (in 1974 in the U.S.) of 
FRANKENSTEIN & THE MONSTER FROM 
HELL Fisher retreated to his country estate 
where he remained until his death in June 1980. 
He had been scheduled to direct one episode of 
Hammer’s new British television series. The 
House of Hammer, which would have reunited 
him witn old Hammer alumni Peter Cushing, 
music director Philip Martell & composer James 
Bernard— all ingredients of the best Hammer 
films: 

The ones Terry directed.

The man who plays the pivotal role of Ulrich in 
DRAGONSLAYER is one of the most respected 
actors in the world. Sir Ralph Richardson (who 
starred in the long-ago H.G. Wells SF classic 
THINGS TO COME) has been acting profession- 
ally for sixty years, though this is the first time 
he has starred in a monster movie! The eighty- 
year-old actor was, fittingly, dubbed a kni^t in 
1974. 

Young Peter MacNicol appears as Galen Brad- 
wardyn, who must battle Vermithrax Pejorative. 
It is no help to Galen that Peter’s real father is a 
member of the clergy, or that before he became an 
actor, Peter wanted to be a paleontologist and 
study dinosaurs. This film gave him the chance 
to study a giant lizard close-up. 

Actually, Peter admits that facing the dragon 
was not tne most difficult part of his role in the 
picture. As an apprentice sorcerer, he had to 
master sleight-of-hand tricks to perform in the 
f ilm , “I hated magic when I was a kid,” he ad- 
mits, “because it’s so frustrating not being able

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meet a new monster maker 



IN OUR SERIES OF FM fans 
who’ve graduated to prodom is: 
JAMES CUMMINS. 


When did he start? How did he start? 


What did his parents think when he was a kid? 
What do they think now? 

How did he get gbing in Horrorwood? 

What has he accomplished to date? 

How does he feel about the future? 


We let JAMES CUMMINS, age 21, answer 
these questions for you in his own words: 

I’ve been working professionally in makeup ef- 
fects for the past 2 years but I actually started 
practicing about 8 years ago when I was 13 (a 
lucky number?). 

My interest in makeup came from my love for 
the old horror & science fiction films I bombard- 


ed myself with when I was a kid. I admired these 
films (as I still do) and emulated them in play 


with my friends. Making myself & others up as 
monsters & creatures from outer space helped to 
complete the fantasy of make-believe. I just 
didn’t want top/ay a certain character, I wanted 
to physically be it. It made the process of play- 
acting much more real (and fun). 

FAMOUS MONSTERS was definitely one of 


my major influences. It had (and still does) some 
wonderful fotos of make-up which were excellent 


to study and try to recreate. 

My parents really didn’t seem to cotton to the 
idea of makeup too well; they pretty much had 
negative reactions to it (they still ask me “When 
are you going to get a normal job?’’). Most of the 


makeup I did do at home, I did behind their 
backs, just to avoid the ridicule. I’m sure I’m 
not the only one who has had to face this pro- 
blem. It’s unfortunate when parents try to stifle 
what they don’t understand. 

One of the first facial appliances I ever made 
was a crude version of the ape makeup from the 
PLANET OF THE APES film series (seems a 
lot of today’s younger makeup artists started 
learning by practicing that design). 

I still believe that the only way to really learn 
makeup effects is by doing. There is no better 
teacher than experience. Tom Burman (PHAN- 
TOM OF THE PARADISE, INVASION OF 
THE BODY SNATCHERS remake, THE 
BEAST WITHIN) once told me that the only 
thing (besides talent) that separates a novice 
from a pro in this business is that the pro has 
been making mistakes longer. 

Originally I came to California (from Missouri, 
a year out of high school) on a full scholarship 
from Walt Disney Productions to study 
character animation at the California Institute 
of the Arts in Valencia. After about 3 weeks of 
drawing variations of the same figure, I knew 
animation wasn’t for me (it was 500 frame drag). 
I ended up skipping class and spending the rest 
of the year producing a portfolio of slip-rubber 
masks. 

Eventually I got up enough nerve to start tak- 
ing my portfolio of work around to the studios. 
Unfortunately I didn’t have much luck. I was 
just about to give up when a fellow over at Don 
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No, it’s not the Famous Spider Scene from KING 
KONG, it’s a super-spider drawing by Jim Cummins 
showing his mastery of pen-&-ink. 


Post Studios gave me the address of the Bur- 
man Studio. Burmans was the first place I'd 
originally thought of to take my work to: it was 
also the last place that I thought would hire me. 
Surprisingly, Tom was very enthusiastic about 
my work, and within a week I found myself 
working with him on a joint project with 
makeup man Stan Winston [The Autobiography 
of Miss Jane Pittman, Roots, THE WIZ) called 
THE EXTERMINATOR. Since Stan was doing 
the major effect for the picture (a decapitation), 
I moved over to his studio to help (I was one of 3 
assistants who worked on the effect). 

After THE EXTERMINATOR, I did some 
minor lab work for Stan on DEAD & BURIED, 
and then some character designs for Universal's 
HEARTBEEPS (Andy Kauffman & Bernadette 
Peters). The designs were mainly used for 
presentation purposes. 

A great deal of what I learned about mold 
making and chemicals came from Stan. Working 
for him was an invaluable experience. 

After working for Stan for a few months I 
again found myself unemployed (film work rare- 
ly offers a permanent position) and looking for 
another project. My lean period lasted almost 6 
months (mainly due to the actors' strike). An ac- 
quaintance I had met at Cal Arts (Henry Colas) 
called me up and wanted to know if I was in- 
terested in aesigning a monster for a TV movie 
called The Lucifer Rig (it appeared on ABC as 
The Intruder Within). He had heard of the pro- 
ject thru a producer friend of his. 

I agreed, and Henry & I went to work design- 
ing creatures on speculation (this was during the 
strike, and the production company had not yet 
sold the project to a major network, so they 
weren’t about to start offering us money until 
they were sure they had a buyer). We worked on 
spec for about 3 months (without pay but with 
the understanding that we would be paid a lump 
sum for our designs and a possible involvement 
in construction; that is. if the project was sold. 
If not, we'd probably end up with zero), surviv- 
ing on whatever money we were allowed out of 
the production's expense account, ABC ex- 
ecutives finally okayed the project. 

Facilities at Shafton Incorporated were used 
to house & construct the creatures, which had to 
be ready for shipping (to Canada) in 3 to 4 
weeks. In that time, Henry, myself & a small 
crew pretty much completed the 4 creatures the 
script called for, plus duplicates & related props 
(sucn as monster eggs). 

Henry (who was a line producer on the film) 8l 
I traveled to the location in J’ort Colbourne, 
Canada, to oversee monster effects & complete 
construction on the creatures. 

At this point, tension was running very high; 
hours & lack of sleep seemed to be cat- 
to us. For me, the project ended when I 
was unable to operate the creatures on 
the set. At that time I was not a member of the 
Union (tho I am in the Sculptor's union now) so

the critters were handed over to the special ef- 
fects crew. This was a major disappointment to 
me. I was able to advise but by that time I felt it 
was pointless. 

The Intruder Within concerns an oil rig & its 
reluctant crew as they attempt to drill for what 
is believed to be a rich oil deposit hidden below 
the Arctic’s icy ocean floor. Instead, they bring 
up the eggs of a 14,000,000-year-old monster 
wnose species at one time rivaled man for 
domination of the Earth. 

The eggs, held in suspended animation by the 
Arctic’s cold, slowly begin to thaw & hatch; 
their embryonic contents causing havoc as they 
quickly mature. 

The telefilm stars Chad Everett, Jennifer 
Warren & Joseph Bottoms. 

After Intruder, I returned to the States to 
work for Tom Burman, doing sculpting under 
his supervision for THE BEAST WITHIN star- 
ring Paul Clemens (another FM fan), and then on 
to another of Tom’s projects, a remake of the 
classic, THE CAT PEOPLE, starring Malcolm 
McDowall & Nastassia Kinski, daughter of 
Klaus (NOSFERATU) Kinski.
